The Quarter Million 
Pound Camera 

Picture 1 shows tne problem of trying 
to film very small objects with a normal 
camera. The lens is so big it is impossible 
to get a real eye-level view. 

Pictures 2 and 3 show the special 
“Snorkel” camera used to overcome that 


Despite all the special techniques used 
in making such films we are not allowed to 
show the models doing anything which 
they will not do in real life. That is 
why we have to include a shot ofa 
child’s hand launching the models 
on a downhill slope. As the 
models are not motorised we are 
not allowed to show them moving 
under their own power as that 
could mislead viewers.
